growing season so far this year, 
and the fields look splendid," Wal- 
ter H. Ebling, senior agricultural 
statistician for the state crop re- 
porting service observed yesterday. 


Pea canners will begin seasonal 


operations next week in some of 
the central and southern Wisconsin 
counties, while the other important 
pea producing section, the north- 
eastern part of the state, will fol- 
low within another week or two. 


Output Declines 


While Wisconsin is still the most 


important pea-growing and canning 
state in the country, its proportion 
of the national output has declined 
in recent years. 
From a 50 per 


cent share of national production 
this year, Wisconsin this year has 
about 
one-third of the national 


acreage in peas, or about 104,000 
acres compared with 119,000 a year 
ago. 


Peacanr.ers in several recent years 


have suffered from droughts, but 
this year expect to make up for 
some of the poor crops in recent 
years. The crop for the state as 
a whole is only 86 per cent of 
normal—due to early frosts which 
damaged some of the early vanties 
in southern countries—but prospects 
are so good that total production 
is almost certain to exceed that 
of last >ear. Calumet county, for 
example, which ranks as one of the 
biggest producers of canning peas, 
expects a bumper 
crop, 
Ebling

TWO CONGRESSES 


The adjournment of our congress with 


the compliments of the President for ''its 
constructive legislation" and the 
usual 


claims by interests that are bound to con- 
flict concerning the good or evil of what 
has transpired are all before us. 


We may spare ourselves the unde- 


cidable argument concerning the program 
just turned out in order to look at an- 
other congress and its problems, the par- 
liament of England. 


While we were debating floors and 


ceilings and expecting them to stand with- 
out walls; and urging utilities to be built 
at public expense but expecting those al- 
ready built to spend their money like 
drunken sailors; and giving the public 
moneys to businesses that are so unsound 
they cannot obtain a loan through regu- 
lar channels but expecting those from 
whom they will take business to hire more 
men, the English parliament was consid- 
ering a much more practical problem, that 
of defending its people from surprise death 
in the next war, heralded as a war that 
will come without warning since men have 
abandoned the old practice of making dec- 
larations of their purposes. 


Sir Samuel Hoare, Home Secretary, 


declared repeatedly that there were sev- 
eral main dangers against which the pre- 
vailing administration 
at 
London was 


taking precautions. First of all, there was 
the devastating danger of the high ex- 
plosive bomb. When this bomb is mixed 
with incendiary bomb pandemonium is 
bound to break loose. There is no such 
thing with all the fire departments in the 
world of putting out conflagrations start- 
ed by chemicals spattered in every direc- 
tion from a sufficient number of incen- 
diary bombs. But fires bring street con- 
fusions. 
And then high explosive bombs 


do their deadly work. 


All of which is to say that an attack 


upon a city in the modern sense drives the 
people from their homes with fire and 
destroys them with shell. 


The Home Secretary stressed the fact 


that the government was firm in its de- 
termination in adhering to the policy of 
dispersal and its unwavering hostility to 
the concentration of large numbers of 
people in certain given spots. A careful 
survey 
of London's 
open 
spaces re- 


veal, said the right Honorable gentleman, 
that there was room 
for 
caves or 


sheltered trenches to accommodate about 
a million and a half people. But of course 
that was not adequate because the me- 
tropolis of England has about six times ! 
that population. Since but seven or eight 
minutes generally 
elapse 
between the 


warning of impending doom and the ex- 
plosion of high explosive projectiles it is 
necessary that shelters be put that far 
away from those who are assigned to 
them. 


Comparing the records in our con- 


gress and the British parliament on pre- 
vailing questions before each one may be 
struck by the fact that England faces 
great danger because she is so closely con- 
nected geographically 
with a breeding 


place of war and that we who are so 
fortunately located in 
respect to that 


danger abandon practical plans for our 
internal safety that England of necej-sity 
must successfully execute and spend a lot 
of our legislative time wasting or risking 
the welfare of the advantages heaven 
has giver, u?. 


THE CIO BECOMES "OH! I SEE!" 
The only surprising thing about the 


blowup in the United Automobile Work- 
ers is that it was so long delayed in 
coming. 


President Martin's statement that poli- 


tical affiliation had nothing to do with 
firing the leaders but that "I do not in- 
tend to see the auto union used as a tool 
to assist or comfort any alien dictator- 
ships" has a significance that could hardly 
be missed even upon the dull. 


The CIO welcomed all the Red breth- 


ren to its bosom after it opened its cam- 
paign of action. 


It was warned that the Red can de- 


stroy but that he cannot build. 
It was 


cautioned that a true Red. a genuine Com- 
munist, is an irresponsible person of 
such mental instability that he can not 
carry any designated plan of action to 
completion. 


But the temptation to Mr. Lewis and

ments by whomsoever deliberately enters 
into such pacts, is clear over their head. 
One might as well be talking Hindu to 
them. 


They want noise, disruption. 
Homes, 


families, steady employment and all the 
other marks of American life are as bit- 
ter as wormwood to their taste. 


Mr. Lewis knew better than to have 


But even ex- 
perienced men will hope against hope and 
wish for the impossible.

After that nothing could 
defeat declarer. In all. he lost one 
spade, one heart, one diamond, and 
one club. 


The choice of thc opening lead 


had been far from logical. East had 
not bid diamonds alone: he also 
had bid clubs. From West's point of 
view a club opening should have 
been just twice as i,afe as a dia- 
mond opening. The diamond open- 
ing would be proper only if East 
had specifically the diamond king. 
whereas the club opening would be 
quite safe, and constructive, if East 
had cither thc club ace or queen. 


Surely a consideration of this 


type is not "over the head" of any 
player. As may be seen, a club 
opening or, for that matter, any 
opening except a diamond, would 
have resulted in declarer's losing 
two diamond tricks instead of one, 
and with them his contract.

What to do about callouses; how 


to treat thickening cuticle: what 
shade of nail polish to use; how to 
overcome excess perspiration. These 
are but a few of the questions but 
because they seem to be of such 
general interest I shall answer their. 
here: 


Thickening cuticle, particularly if 


it has grown down over the nail 
may be a little difficult to work 
back. Don't attempt to do it all in 
a single sitting. And don't soak the 
nails too Ions oi- the nails them- 
selves as well as the cuticle will 
become softened. Dip small pads 
of cotton in oily cuticle remover 
placing one small pad over each 
nail and leave on, for three or four 
minutes. Then dip a cotton-tipped 
orange stick into the remover and 
press the cuticle back very gently. 
Rinse and remove loosened parti- 
cles of cuticle with a soft 
towel. 


Don't press too hard 
and 
don't 


work on any more of the dead cu- 
ticle than that which is soft and pli- 
able. Try again in a day or two. 
And in about a week most of it will 
be well loosened and cleaned away. 


Callouses 


Very often I am asked for direc- 


tions for "cutting away callouses." 
This is something I definitely do not 
advise anyone but an expert to do. 
Remember that cutting a wee bit

This is caused by millions of tiny 
plants called algae growing in thc 
water. 
This green slime can bc 


made lo disappear, without injury 
to thc fish, by careful use of copper 
sulphate. Only a very small amount 
of this chemical should bc used. 
About a teaspoonful in a pool ten 
by ten feet is sufficient. 
Copper 


sulphate is very heavy and will 
sink to thc bottom of thc pool if al- 
lowed to go its own way. The best 
method is to place thc crystals in a 
cloth bag and wave thc bag in thc 
surface of the water for a minute 
or so. If each section of the pool 
is treated in this manner the slime 
should soon disappear. Danger of 
killing the fish is avoided if thc 
copper sulphate is not used in large 
quantities and if it is not allowed 
to remain in thc pool for more than 
a short time.

Wheat Crop Will 
Be 2nd Largest 
In U, S. History 
«/ 


The United States' wheat harvest, 


just getting under way, is expected 
to be the second largest on record. 
The May estimate of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture put the winter 
wheat yield at 754,000,000 bushels. 
Record-setting 1931 yielded 825,000,- 
000 bushels, last year, 685,102,000. 
Here's the situation: 


l.MOST OF THE WHEAT grown 


in the U. S. is produced in the 
areas indicated by shading. The 
heavier shading indicates those 
sections where wheat acreage is 
greatest. The acreage for both 
winter wheat (sown in the fall) 
and spring wheat (sown in the 
spring' is shown. Winter wheat 
is about three-fourths of the crop.

Skin Elasticity Indicates Progress 


Of Patient in Fight Against Disease

San Francisco—Ability of the hu- 


man skin to stretch is a newly dis- 
covered prognosticator of death or 
recovery in several serious diseases. 


The methods of using skin stretch, 


worked out at Tulane 
University 


School of Medicine, were reported 
to the American Medical associa- 
tion today by William A. Soder- 
man, M. D., and George Burch, M. 
D. 


The skin, which doctors call "the 


outer defense of the body," changes 
its elasticity during disease. The 
change is connected with alterations 
in the pressure in body tissues. The 
Tulane:physicians have worked out 
methods of measuring 
both skin 


stretch and tissue pressure and of 
using them to foretell the course of 
illness before thc patient 
himself 


feels a change. 


In disease the skin tightens; the 


tissue pressure rises. In health the 
abdomen skin has the greatest elas- 
ticity, six times as much as that 


of the shin bone, and twice as much 
as the skin on the back of the hand. 
Why. the physicians said, is nol 
known, unless it is nature's way of 
facilitating child bearing and pro- 
duction of male "bay windows." 


The pressure in the tissues of the 


back of the hand is equal to a 
column of water half an inch deep. 
From this low it ranges up to an 
inch-and-a-half of water for leg tis- 
sues. But is some diseases these tis- 
sue pressures are multiplied up to 
10 or 15-fold. 


The diseases are heart edema, 


kidney troubles, prenicious anemia, 
peritonitis, 
pregnancy 
toxemia 


malnutrition and scerodema. The 
latter is the "steel skin" in which the 
skin loses all its elasticity, 
until 


fingers cannot bend and finally it 
cracks. 


Most of these troubles, the Tu- 


lane physicians 
explained, 
yield 


very slowly to treatment But, they 
said, the skin stretch and tissue 
pressure will show promptly whe- 
ther the treatment is right.

New London—The cost of travel- 


ing is always a prime consideration 
in plans for any trip whether brief 
or extended.

We rolled out of New London 


Oct 15, 1937. and covered a total of 
6,419 
miles during 
our 
travel 


through the middle western states 
and Texas, returning to the home 
town June 6, almost eight months 
of wandering. Of this total, perhaps 
4,500 or 4,600 miles were covered by 
the trailer, the rest being consumed 
in short trips with the automobile 
alone. We spent a total of 
about 


$752 for the entire trip or an av- 
erage of a bit over S96 a month. 
This covered the aggregate expen- 
ses of two persons and some special 
emergency outlays. One was $39.73 
for repairs to car and trailer in 
Oklahoma City. Okla.. after being 
struck by a woman driver. Tire 
purchase expense amounted to $32.- 
55. Three 4-ply tires blew out dur- 
ing the entire season but I was for- 
tunate as the trailer company paid 
the $18.25 cost of the first blowout 
and the tire company made good 
$13.65 on the second. The third tire 
I had to buy outright in a small 
country town where there was no 
chance to secure an adjustment at a 
large general office or store. 
And 


here let me remark that when a 
trailer tire—particularly on a ve- 
hicle of any notable weight—there 
is no halfxvay stage. Thc tire and 
lube are a complete wreck. There is 


however, I had to pay camp fees all 
but two or three nights throughout 
the entire trip and these fees were 
usually 50 cents a night, sometimes 
35 cents, for single stops and a max- 
imum of S3.50 a week in some cases. 
The bulk of the time I paid $10 a 
month or $2.50 a week, including 
electric current, water, hot showers 
and all the rest of the camp ser- 
vices.
